Vhe ordinary general meetings .of the 
shareholders io onr public companies are 
regarded more or less of purely a formal 
character for the purpose of receiving, the 
reports and statements of accounts presericd 
hy the Boards of Directors and to formally 
move theiradoption ‘I'hese are almost inyari- 
ably vated for by the shareholders; but it 
must hate bees evident to those, who 
have followed the correspondence that has 
appeared in gur columns, that the last -half- 
yearly meeting of the Hongkong and Wham 
pea Dock Company, Limited, would have 
heen an exception tO the rule, and their 
expectation was fully realised. ‘The verbatim 
teport of the meeting appeared in our’ 
issue last evening, and has doubtless given 
material for reflection tothe gencral ak 
of directors conducting the business of public 
companies in Hongkong, As we have 
already pointed out, it is not often that 
shareholders rise to oppose the reports of 
their directors, but on the ‘occasion in 
question they asserted their rights in no equi- 
The result of the last Talf- 
year's working of the Dock Company was ad- 
mitted to have been none too showy: the 
volume of work done, in comparison with 
the same period of last year, showing a fall- 
ing off of between 55 per cent. and 60 per 
cent., with a corresponding decrease in pro- 
fits. Against this it was pointed out that 
the profits for the half-year had had to bear 
the cost of heavy repairs to the caissons of 
two of the Company's principal docks, th 
Directors considering that the results of tf 
six months’ working could fairly be regarded 
assatisfactory. The net profits for the period 
under review, after paying interest due and 
all charges, amounted to $373,460.86 which, 
with $420,119.59 brought forward from the 
last account and $10,750.00 deducted for 
Directors’ and Auditors’ fees, left available 
for appropriation the total of $782,830.45.
